terly debated Monroe Déctrine 
provision, were readopted in the 
Senate today without change 
and by greater majorities than 
they commanded when origin- 


ally presented last November. 
The Monroe Doctrine reservation, 
which Senators have been told is 
searcely less objectionable to Presi- 
dent Wilson than that relating to 
Article X, got the support of fifteen 
Democrats and won by a vote of 58 
to 22 after a substitute drafted by 
the Democratic leaders had been 
rejected. The vote on the Repub- 
lican proposal was 55 to 34 in No- 
vember, when only nine Democrats 


supported it. 
The other reservation acted on 
asserts the full jurisdiction of the 
United States over purely domestic 
questions and was adopted, 56 to 
25, with fourteen Democrats helping 
to make up the majority.

commercial powers of the world. 

Numerous stories of the business 
interests of one country trying to 
steal the march on the other were 
bréught to his attention while he 
was at the head of the Board of 
Trade, and all, he believes, have been 
resolved into incidents of legitimate 
busin rivalry. 

A UNIVERSITY MAN. 

The business relations of the two 
countries are not the only interest. 
if they dre even: the foremost in- 
terest, which Sir Auckland considers. 
Like Viscount Bryce, he.is primar- 
ily a-university man. The English 
newspapers have accused him of 
having a professional manner. Sir 
Auckland pleads guilty to this. 

“How can one help that who has 
been a professor most of his life?” 
he asks. He believes that the policies 
and sentiments of the two natiors 
are directed and inspired more by 
college men than by any other class. 
He hopes to see much of American 
colleges. 

Sir Auckland has a Astinction 
which none of his predecessors 
sessed, having lived in Canada so 
long that he fould not be distin- 
guished from a native. He is likely 
to have the further distinction of 
being the first British Ambassador 
who can tell a funny story in an 
after-dinner speech, and most of his 
repertoire is derived from his native 
soil, Scotland.

early yesterday morning marooned 

a family, inundated several ranches, 
val aati county highways to the 
extent of several thousand dollars 
and offset it all by about 1000 times 
that value in benefits. 

Damaging effects of the rainfall 
were felt principally in the upper 
San Gabriel Valley when the pre- 
cipitation, resembling a small cloud- 
burst, caused the Dalton and San 
Dimas washes to overflow their 
banks. Ata point where the Dalton 
wash crosses Merced avenue, south 
of Baldwin Park, the overtiowing 
wush flooded the adjacent ranches. 
On the Jappel ‘ranch, which is di- 
rectly in the course of the Dalton 
wash, the water was four feet in 
depth, and the Jappel family, con- 
sisting of a mother and three 
daughters, were rescued from their 
ranch home shortly after 2 o'clock 
in the morning. The rescue was ef- 
fected by a county road crew which 
had been summoned to the scene of 
the flood by a telephone message 
from A. J. Wilkie, a rancher. who 
heard the screams of the Jappel 
women. 

ROADS WASHED OUT. 

During the day all auto travel 
from Covina to Los les was 
made by a detour of one mile 
around the San Dimas wash where 
it crosses the San Bernardino road. 
In this vicinity over two inches of 
rain fell during the night. In 
Azusa several of the lower streets 
were flooded and in Covina it was 
reported that a few small houses 
were washed from their foundations 
by the rampant waters from the 
overflowing washes. 

In the San Fernando Valley, in 
the vicinity of Van Nuys, the wa- 
ters rushing down from the foot- 
hills flooded the streets so that sev- 
eral hundred school children were 
unable to attend school during the 
day. 

CONTROL WORK. STANDS.

High winds and seas were re- 
ported along the coast last night, 
but no damage to shipping was re- 
ported. 

Light showers continued at Bak- 
ersfield yesterday and last night. 
Bakersfield received 50 inches for 
the storm. San Emidio, .62; Poso, 
-19; Lakeside, .34; Rosedale, .39. At 
Santa Barbara the storm cleared 
early yesterday, but was gathering 
again last night. Great volumes of 
water are pouring into the lake back 
of Gibraltar dam, and a capacity 
content is predicted. 

But little snow or rain has fallen 
in the higher Sierras, at the head- 
waters of the Kern and Kings riv- 
ers, usually bank-full at this time 
of year, The streams are low in 
spite of nearly two inches of rain 
in the last ten days. In Tulare 
county the precipitation is half an 
inch greater than the 4.90 at this 
time last year. Heavy snow fell in 
the mountains last Friday, and if it 
continues will greatly relieve the 
power situation.

IN THE NORTH.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 2.— 
Generous rainfall of the past forty- 
eight hours over most of California 
may be added to tonight or tomor- 
row in the northern part of the 
State, according to the United States 
Weather Bureau. The storm has 
moved eastward and now forms a 
trough of low pressure over the 
Rocky Mountain region, the bureau

OT THE WAY TO DO IT. 

Direct legislation is not the right 3 
od to employ for repealing the undesirable 
no-parking ordinance which the Council re- 
cently passed and against ‘which the refer- 
endary process is now urged. If the mem- 
bers of the Council had paid more heed to 
the voice of the entire people and less to 
the arguments of suave attorneys and the 
recommendations of a State commission 
they would have devoted more study to the 
preparation of traffic regulations and the 
revolt against the silly no-parking law would 
never have occurred. 

But it is well to reflect that two wrongs 
have never yet made a right, although the 
experiment has been repeatedly tried. When 
recourse is had to direct legislation new 
and greater evils are released. It is a 
clumsy method that was employed before 
courts and legislative bodies existed. The 
referendum dates back to the time of Ho- 
mer; it was a process hy which the people 
registered their protest, not against a leg- 
Islative enactment, for there were no legis- 
lative bodies at the time, but against the 
decrees of an absolute monarch. 

While there is reference in the poems of, 
Homer to the people raising their voice 
against the decree of their ruler, the Greek 
word for “law” does not appear in either 
“The Iliad” or “The Odyssey: neither is 
there any reference to legislative assem- 
blies. Direct legislation was never intend- 
ed for use under a government where the 
people enact through their representatives 
their own laws. It is a revolt of the people 
against themselves. Such an anachronism 
should not appear in modern society. It is 
as great a folly as burning down a barn in 
order to kill the rats. 

Because the new no-parking ordinance is 
obnoxious to most of our citizens it does 
not follow that the referendum should be 
invoked to compass its defeat. For the 
referendum would leave the Council power- 
less to pass needed traffic legislation and 
the Streets might be monopolized by un- 
necessary motor vehicles. There is always 
a medium between two extremes; but di- 
rect legislation will never find it. Few per- 
sons who have sigted the referendum 
against the new .no-parking ordinance are 
aware that, if the referendum should be 
sustained, the Council would be barred from 
passing any legislation in relation to park- 
ing of vehicles along the streets. For the 
charter provides that when an ordinance 
has been once refused passage on a refer- 
endary vote it cannot be taken up by the 
Council and passed again in an amended 
form. 

Certainly the Council has been sufficiently 
advised by thig time that a no-parking or- 
dinance which is satisfactory to the street 
railways is not necessarily satisfactory to 
the community at large. The business 


streets of Los Angeles are baciy congested. 


There is no possible relief in sight until 
the Second-street tunnel is built. The traf- 
fic problem grows more complicated as our 
population increases. it would be a calam- 
ity if a referendary act were to be passed 
now which would bar the Council, as long 


as the present charter remains unamended, 


from passing further ordinances regulating 
the traffic in congested districts. 

There are many and puzzling angles to 
exact kno ge is 
necessary for its solution: and to Knowledge 
must be added understanding. Further, it 
would be manifestly impossible to enact 
legislation this year which would be appli- 
cable to the traffic situation five or ten years 
hence. Referendary legislation is static, 
while a city’s growth is plastic. 

There has never been .enacted in, the 
State a piece of direct legislation that was 
without a visible flaw. The fla became 
apparent during the discussions which arose 
after the referendary or initiatory papers 
had been filed, but it was then too. ate for 
remedy. Each act must be taken without 


‘dotting an additional “i” or crossing a t.“ 


The best of them have contained minor de- 
fects, and the worst have done serious in- 


jury. The objection that no amendment 


can be made to an act of direct legislation 
after it is once proposed is one that cannot 
be surmounted. To this is added the fur- 
ther objection that an act passed by direct 
legislation cannot be amended by legisla- 
tive action when conditions have changed; 
an act once refused passage by referendary 
legislation cannot be passed, if occasion 
should arise for 5 later, by legislative en- 
actment. 


In place of waiting for @ referendary | 


election it would seem to be the plain duty 
of the Council to repeal the new no-parking 
ordinance and to set to work on new traffic 
legisiation that will reflect the will of the 
people, rather than that of corporation at- 


terneys and State political commissioners. 


There may be theoretical arguments in fa- 
vor of the present ordinance; but they can- 
not be sustained in the face of existing 
facts. The people of Los Angeles do not 
want the present no-parking ordinance; 
and those ‘among them whe have made an 
impartial Study of direct legisiation do not 


want te bee n referendary inhibition against 
the of traffic laws by the City 
Council.

NEFFICIENCY IN OFFICE, 
“Trust, confidence, enthusiasm, these 
simple virtues of all great business are the 
ones most lacking in government organiza- 
tion.” So wrote Frankiin K. Lane, retiring 
Secretary of the Interior, to President Wil- 
son on the very day when the railroads 


were turned back to their owners, after the | 


government had squandered 382,000 000, 000 


of tax money in an unsuccessful effort to 


operate them. 

Mr. Lane had spent twenty years in the 
Federal Service in Washington. He is gen- 
erally recognized as one of the ablest men 
ever employed as the head of a Federal de 
partment. And Mr. Lane gives to the 
American people the benefit of the wisdom 
acquired during these years of service. He 
finds that trust, confidence and enthusiasm 
are virtues as necessary to industry as 
faith, hope and charity to religion and mor- 
als; and he further finds that the bureau- 
cratic machinery of political government 
renders their application impossible. 

Mr. Lane finds that industry, like religion, 
to be effective must be free. He finds that 
“the creative sense atrophies under Fed- 
eral control. He gives the American peo- 
ple the assurance that the government is 
“honest beyond any commercial standard,” 
but is woefully inefficient. Washington is 
filed with “statesmen who are politicians 
and politicians who are not statesmen.” 
Perhaps Mr. Lane, in his endeavor to say 
a good word for those with whom he has 
been associated, bas drawn an unwarranted 
distinction between the standard of hon- 


esty in Federal departments and in private 


industry. He has been employed in a public 
capacity for twenty years. His experience 
with commercial standards dates before 
that time; and when he returns to commer- 
cial life he is apt to find that he is twenty 
years behind the times. 

“Fewer men of larger capacity,” says the 
retiring Secretary, “would do the public’s 
task better.” He then fefers to “the un- 
willingness of a great body of public serv- 
ants to take responsibility.” If Mr. Lane 
were less inclined to be deferential he 
would have probably observed bluntly that 
government departments are so crowded 
with deserving Democrats that there is no 
room for anyone to work to an advantage. 
During the twenty years that Mr. Lane has 
been in Washington he has seen the num- 
ber of Federal employees quadrupled: He 
sees four men now doing what one man 
did before. Too many cooks spoil the broth 


in a government department as surely as | 


in a kitchen. 


One has but to reflect on the observa- 
tions made by Mr. Lane in his last report 
to the President to discover why govern- 
ment operation of industries never has 
been and, until human nature changes, 
never will be successful. He emphasizes a 
point which The Times has frequently 
made: it is the men who attempt to DO 
THINGS in a government department who 
get into trouble. No one is discharged for 
What has not been done. Leslie M. Shaw, 
former Secretary of the Treasury, lays 
stress on this defect of Federal service in 
his recent book, “Vanishing Landmarks.” 
Men in directing capacities are much more 
concerned about their individual fortunes 
than about the success of the public enter 
prise. In private industry the management 
represents the heaviest investors aud the 


success of the individual depends wholly 


upon the success of the business. That 
individual touch is missing in whatever the 
government attempts—which goes far to 
explain why the government dropped $2, 
000,000 in its experiment in running the 
transportation system of the country. 


Director-General Hines -has issued a state- 
ment in which he cuts the loss during gov- 
ernment operation to. something like $100,- 
000,000; but we use the $2,000,000,000 fig- 
ure advisedly. 
government operation that sum of money 
was drawn from the Federal treasury and 
paid into the account of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration. The director-general has 
made estimates in which he attempts to 
show that much of it will be returned later 
to the government; but the claims of the 
railroad companies against the government 
for depreciation in trackage and rolling 
stock are even greater than the claims of 
the government against the railroads. The

OT “WAR” PRICES. 

What has becon.e of that breed of 
economists who blamed the war for high 
prices? If we are to accept the experience 
of the last twelve months we shall have to 
admit that a condition of warfare is more 
endurable than the present era of high 
prices and scant: production. 

Only a year ago The Times, in connection 
with other leading publications of the coun- 
try, was rejoicing that the armistice was 
about to bring relief from the vexation of 
high prices. Under peace conditions we 
expected that the cost of liying Would re- 
turn to normal. Vain hope! Food, rents 
and clothing were lower while the stress 
of the war was greatest than they have 
ever been since. 8 

Records published by the Department of 
Agriculture in its January report show that 
if we were to RETURN TO WAR PRICES 
there would be a decrease of nearly one-fifth 
in the cost of living. Wages and prices are 
apparently engaged in a neck-and-neck race 
up a steep incline. Read the following from 
the report of the Agricultural Department 
and reflect lucky we should be finen- 
clally if we were only back into a world 


‘war again: 


The level of prices paid producers of 
the United States for the principal 
crops increased about 4.5 per cent. dur- 
ing December. On January 1, 1920, the 
index figure of prices was about 18.9 per 
cent. higher than a year ago and 84.7 
higher than the average of the last ten 
years on January 1. 

Measured in dollars there +: been an 
‘enormous increase in farm products. The 
Department of Agriculture gives the total 
value of farm products for 1999 as 88.500. 
000,000; and for 1919 as $24,900.000,000. 
But the production, measured in pounds and 
bushels, is little if any greater than ten 
years ago.

SAMPLE USES 
BONDS AS BAIL. 


Smilingly Feces Accusation of 
Posing as Officer. 


Says He's Goat; That Money 
Involved was Earned. 


Attorney Confirms Story, but 
Doesn’t Discuss Case. 


Ua Hendrick Sample, who during 
his career in Los Angeles has been 
known in certain business and social 
circles as the “Man of Mystery,” 
Was arraigned before U. 8. Commis- 
sioner Long, yesterday, on the 
charge of impersonating a Federal 
officer. 
| Sample was released on his own 
recognizance by U. S. Atty, O’Con- 
nor, Munday evening, after agreeing 
to appear promptly yesterday at 11 
a.m., for arraignment. He was as 
goed as hig word, and waived all of 
the preliminaries and Commissioner 

fixed his preliminary examina- 
tion for Monday, March 15, at 2 
p.m., with a bond of $1500. This 
was a reduction from 32500, the 
original amount, with the consent of 
Asst. U. S. Atty. Lawson. 

When the amount was deter- 
mined, Sample pulled a sheaf of 
Liberty Bonds out of hie pocket, 
and proceeded to take down the 
serial number of the instruments, 
which he later offered as surety for 
hia appearance.
